Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1968  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
district. 

This  will  be  my  last  Annual  Report  and  I should  like  to 
take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  all  the  staff  of  the  Council, 
both  present  and  past,  for  the  co-operation  I have  so  readily 
received  during  my  time  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

I should  also  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the 
support  they  have  given  to  me.  I have  always  felt  that  my 
Committee  were  behind  me  and  this  knowledge  made  one’s 
work  so  much  easier.  It  is  with  regret  that  I leave  the  Coun- 
cil’s employment  and  I should  like  to  wish  the  members  of 
the  Council  every  success  in  the  future. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  population  showed  an  increase  of  100  during  the  year. 
The  statistics  are  good  and  compare  favourably  with  those 
for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Coronary  deaths  are  once  again  a leading  cause  of  death 
and  one  notes  that  of  all  the  cancers,  cancer  of  the  lung  is 
responsible  for  the  greatest  number  of  deaths.  One  hopes 
that  some  day  the  association  of  smoking  with  these  two 
diseases  may  be  appreciated  by  the  public. 
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This  year  you  will  notice  the  absence  of  statistics  relating 
to  the  health  of  school  children.  The  reason  for  this  is  that 
the  County  Council  have  decided  that  these  figures  should 
not  be  made  available  to  local  district  councils,  as  it  raises 
administrative  difficulties. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  42,  of 
which  40  were  measles,  one  scarlet  fever  and  one  tubercu- 
losis.

The  district  is  a flat  stretch  of  land  forming  the  North- 
Western  portion  of  Lincolnshire.  It  is  bounded  to  the  North 
and  West  by  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  to  the  South  by 
Nottingham  and  to  the  East  by  the  River  Trent. 

The  drainage  of  the  area  has  resulted  in  this  becoming  a 
very  fertile  food  producing  district.  The  essential  industry 
is  agriculture  with  its  usual  small  ancillary  industries. 

A large  grain  silo  and  seed  dressing  depot  and  a grass 
drying  plant  are  situated  in  Epworth.  There  is  a dehydrating 
plant  at  Crowle  where  all  types  of  foods  are  processed.  A 
very  large  electricity  generating  station,  owned  by  the 
British  Electricity  Authority,  is  at  Keadby.  Other  industries 
include  Tillage  Works,  Brickyards,  Agriculture  Machinery 
and  Builders’  businesses.

1968  METEOROLOGICAL  DATA 
SUMMARY 


RAINFALL: 

The  total  of  rain  recorded  at  Crowle  was  26.41  inches,  some  three 
inches  above  average.  The  year  opened  up,  however,  with  three  dry 
months,  only  3.62  inches  having  passed  through  the  gauge  by  31st 
March.  A wet  April  was  followed  by  a normal  May,  but  a wetter  than 
usual  June  set  up  a damp  trend,  emphasised  by  July’s  4.47  inches 
and  September’s  3.92  inches,  which  continued  throughout  the  latter 
half  of  the  year.  Only  August  and  December  were  able  to  chalk  up 
drier  than  average  totals. 

Rainfall  was  measured  on  170  days  (169  in  1967).  Traces  occurred 
on  a further  21  days  giving  a grand  total  of  191  days  upon  which 
precipitation  occurred.  On  138  days  rainfall  was  sufficient  to  warrant 
the  entry  “wet  day”  (i.e.,  0.04in.  or  more).  Wettest  day  in  1968  was 
Sunday,  14th  July,  with  1.47  inches. 

SUNSHINE: 

The  total  of  1,296.3  hours  was  the  lowest  in  our  record  (commenc- 
ing 1964).  This  figure  is  29.02%  of  the  total  possible. 

Below  average  months  were  January  (minus  2 per  cent.),  February 
(minus  3 per  cent.),  March  (minus  3 per  cent.),  May  (minus  5 per 
cent.),  July  (minus  12  per  cent.).  September  (minus  12  per  cent.), 
October  (minus  12  per  cent.),  November  (minus  6 per  cent.),  and 
December  (minus  1 per  cent.).  Against  this  April’s  total  was  12  per 
cent,  above  average  with  all  but  200  hours,  June’s  figure  of  208.2 
hours  just  exceeded  the  local  average  by  1 per  cent,  and  August’s 
yield  was  sufficiently  respectable  to  be  4 per  cent,  above  average. 
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METEOROLOGICAL  CONDITIONS  — cont. 


TEMPERATURE: 

January’s  mean  temperature  was  our  mildest  to  date  at  40.17 
degrees  F.,  but  February  reversed  the  trend  and  at  35.89  degrees  F. 
was  our  second  coldest.  March  and  April  were  well  up  among  our 
mildest  but  May  at  49.66  degrees  F.  was  coldest  so  far  in  our  books. 
July  was  cool  (3  degrees  F.  below  average)  but  not  our  coolest. 
August  redeemed  what  was  left  of  summer  for  us  with  a mean  very 
close  to  average  whilst  September  and  October  were  mild  enough  to 
break  records  in  that  respect.  November  was  normal  and  December 
was  mild.  In  all,  five  months  enjoyed  an  above  average  minimum,  two 
an  above  average  maximum  and  three  above  average  mean  tempera- 
tures. Only  May  broke  the  pattern  with  below  average  minimum  and 
average  means. 

Last  air  frost  occurred  on  12th  April  and  last  ground  frost  on  19th 
May.  First  air  frost  of  autumn  occurred  on  3rd  November.  The  ex- 
treme maximum  of  the  year  was  83  degrees  F.  on  1st  July.  Extreme 
minimum  was  22  degrees  F.  on  10th  January. 

GENERAL: 

The  meteorological  readings  from  which  this  annual  summary  has 
been  prepared  were  the  work  of  senior  pupils  at  the  school’s  John 
Wright  Weather  Station,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  13.  J.  Hastings, 
geography  master.

In  addition  to 
the  clinics  mentioned  above,  specialist  services  are  arrang- 
ed, with  the  co-operation  of  the  child’s  family  doctor, 
through  the  hospital  services. 

B.  SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  LOCAL  EXECUTIVE

These  consist  of  General  Practitioner  medical  and  obstet- 
rical care,  with  the  provision  of  medicines,  drugs  and 
medical  and  surgical  appliances;  dental  care  and  a supple- 
mentary eye  service  with  provision  for  the  testing  of  eye- 
sight and  the  supply  of  glasses. 

C.  SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  REGIONAL  HOSPITAL 
BOARD. 

Hospital  and  Specialist  services  are  provided  by  the  Shef- 
field Regional  Hospital  Board.  They  are  responsible  for  the 
adequate  provision  of  all  forms  of  treatment  in  both  general 
and  specialised  hospitals.

RODENT  CONTROL 

This  important  work  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.  The  full-time  Rodent  Operator  spends  the  greater 
part  of  his  time  on  survey  work  and  he  has  acquired  an 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  district.  It  is  most  unlikely  that 
any  serious  infestation  will  remain  unnoticed  for  any  length 
of  time  and  the  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  such  a con- 
scientious employee  engaged  on  this  important  public  health 
work.  In  the  absence  of  large  scale  epidemics  of  infectious 
diseases  we  tend  to  forget  that  this  is  so  largely,  because 
vital  public  health  principles  are  being  observed.  One  of 
these  is  that  the  rat  population  must  be  kept  to  a minimum 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  in  your  district 
this  is  being  done. 
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FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  & 1948 


The  number  of  factories  on  the  register  including  eleven 
bakehouses  is  157.  During  the  year  145  visits  were  paid  to 
these  premises,  which  resulted  in  four  offences  against  the 
Act  being  remedied.  This  work  has  been  facilitated  by  the 
ready  co-operation  which  has  been  extended  at  all  times  by 
Her  Majesty’s  Inspector  for  the  district. 

The  following  table  in  the  form  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  and  National  Service,  gives  a summary  of  the 
work  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.
